WEKE KEADY TO QUIT WORK. 
The company says that the night 


turn was just getting1 ready to quit 
work and that some of ths day crew 
were at work on the -place. They 
say that they aie unable to give out 
any names as the men are only 
known by check numbers, and until 
the payroll is gone over their names 
cannot be leained toy them at least. 
In order to expediat« the identifica- 
tion of the victims, the management 
of <the plant sent for George Pitoli, 
of 2466 Second avenue, a saloonkeep- 
er and interpreter, and he went to 
the morgue and identified some of the 
victims. 


Hundreds of pedestrians on Second 


avenue had narrow escapes from in- 
stant death when the explosion oc- 
curred. Tons of ore, coke and 
cinders, some pieces weighing almost 
three ponds, rained down on Second 
avenue and many had 'to run into 
hottaes and stores for protection. 


Car No, 369, of the Homestead di- 


vision, was passing just -at the time 
the gas let go. The coke and -other 
material falling on the car, which 
had 25 passengers aboard, caused a 
panic and many jumped off and more 
would have followed had not the 
coolnesft of the conductor saved them. 
None of the passengers were in the 
least injured, "but all were badly 
scared, 


Over two tons of the debris fell on 


Second avenue and a force of fifty 
men w^at jput to work to clean it < 
the tracks. Traffic was impeded, but 
withiu a half an hour after the acci- 
dent all the tracks were cleared, 


EMPLOYES PANIC-STRICKEN, 
When the explosion occurred the 


men in rihe plant became panic 
stricken and almost every employe 
of the plkce left their work and rush- 
«d -to the street Only a few reported 
back for duty by 9 o'clo-ck. The men 
thought the entire plant was doomed 
And in their excitement thought of 
nothing but self preservation.

Washington* Dec. 19.—Representa- 


tive Hepburn, of Iowa, chairman, of 
the houts committee on commerce, to- 
day made the report of the commit- 
tee in favor of the Nicaragua canal 
bill. After ttating the terms of tine 
bill, the report says in part: 


"The purpose of tnis bill is to con- 


centrate authority and responsibility 
for the construction of this great 


rk in the hands of the president. 


It has been believed by your com- 
mittee that this course would be a 
safer one to be pursued in carrying 
out the purposes of the bill, involving 
the expenditure of so large a sum of' 
money, all the work and all the ex- 
penditure to be made at a distance so 
far from the capital, than any other 
method that could be devised. 
We 


have tried to concentrate authority 
and responsibility rather than to dis- 
perse it among many persons/' 


The report refers to the "exhaustive 


report made by (the isthmian commis- 
sion, of which Admiral Walker is the 
head, in which every feature of this 
enterprise is fully and at length dis- 
cussed," and adds: 


"No doubt is expressed by the com- 


mis^ion as to the practicability of 
the Enterprise; on .the contrary, they 
join with a score of predecessors in 
expressing their belief that the work 
can be carried to a successful termin- 
ation, within the limits of reasonable 
cost and reasonable time. 
All of the 


great political parties are committed 
to the policy of the construction of 
this canal." 


The xepoit then quotes the declara- 


tions of the various party platforms 
and Presidents McKinley and Roose- 
velt favoring the canal. In conclus* 
ion, it says:

It has been believed by your com- 
mittee that this course would be a 
safer one to -be pursued in carrying 
out the purposes of the bill, involving 
the expenditure of so large a sum of 
money, all the work and all the ex- 
penditure to be made at a distance so 
far from the capitnl, than any other 
method that could be devised. 
We 


have tried to concentrate authority 
and responsibility rather than to dia- 
ptrse it among many persons." 


The report refers to the "exhaustive 


report made by .the isthmian commis- 
sion, of which Admiral Walker is the 
head, in which every feature o-f this 
enterprise is fully and at length dis- 
cussed," and adds: 


"No doubt iB expressed by the com- 


mission as to the practicability of 
the enterprise; on .the contrary, they 
join with a -score of predecessors in 
expressing their belief that the work 
can be carried to a successful termin- 
ation, within the limits of reasonable 
cost and rea",inable time.

mendation that the bill pass."

The contract stipu- 
lates that the pump shall be in work- 
ing order within six months from 
the date of the ratification of the 
said contract and provides that the 
Holly company shall pay to the city 
the sum of $25 for each day the ma- 
chine is not ready for service after 
the expiration 
of 
-the stipulated 


period* the usual clauses concerning 
railroad accidents, intervention of 
Providence and other unavoidable 
circumstances being made exceptions 
to the forfeiture clause. The engine 
is to conform precisely to the speci- 
fications and the first payment there- 
on is net to be made until it is set 
up and running, the date of the pay- 
ment being fixed at August 1, 1902, 
when S7,400 shall be paid; the sec- 
ond payment of $10,000 shall 
be 


made March 1, 1903, and the third 
and last payment of S10,000 shall 
be made September 1, 1903, all the 
deferred payments to bear interest 
at the rate of 6 per cent, and the 
city is to hold the bidders free from 
taxes of any kind.

justment, carry with them through 
life ithe reproach (that the reform

at a cost of $27,885,50. There was 
ialso spent in the entire state to (help 
poor children in school*, $ 19,801.48, 
sa /that the total cost of <tae compul- 
sory education law for the year was 
947,686.98.

Indian* in the school year ending in 
1901. Of (the more than 25,000 pu- 
pils brought in, 8,852 received public 
aid.
